We are sorry to state that Mr. M 
suffered much by severe illness. Fears were 
entertained lest his valuable services should be 
speedily terminated. But we indulge a hope 
that his voyage to China, will be beneficial. 
Mrs. Milne, who had been dangerously ill, had 
previously takena voyage to that country. 

Mr. Milne had paid a visit to Penang (or 
Prince of Wales’ Island,) where he was most 
kindly received by Governor Petrie and many 
otiicr gentlemen, was favored with many ex- 
cellent opportunities of sending copies of the 
Chinese New Testament, catechisms, and tracts, 
to Siam, where it is said 20,000 Chinese reside, 
to Riho, Cochin-China, and various other pla- 
ces where the Chinese are found in great num-| 
b« 1s, as well as conversing on religious subjects 
wit: the sailors belonging to the vessels by 
Which they were conveyed. In Penang only, 
there were said to be 8,000 Chinese inhabitants 
aniovg whom Mr. Milne went from house to 
heovse, distributing the scriptures and tracts. 
Mr. M. calculates that in China and Malacca 
together, there have been printed and circula- 
tod not Irss than 36,000 Chinese pamphlets and 
tracts, exclusively of the holy scriptures. May 
we not hope that some of the good seed so lib- 
erally disseminated will spring up and produce 
much fruit to the glory of God and the salvation 
of souls. ‘Towards the great expense of print- 
ing Chinese tracts, the Religious ‘Yract Socie- 
ty in London have liberally contributed the 
gum of 1500. 

Mr. Milne’s labours appear to have been 
abundant. He has translated the books of Gen- 
esis and Deuteronemy, and part of Joshua, in- 
to the Chinese language ; he has also paid con- 
siderable attention to the Malay, in which he 
can read with tolerable facility. He has now 
two Chinese schools, into which he has introdu- 
ced the Lancasterian plan, as far as it was 
practicable. The children learn Dr. Morri- 
son’s Chinese Catechism. 

Mr. ‘Thomsen is proceeding with the Malay 
mission. He has translated the Hen Command- 
ments, and Dr. Watts’ first Catechism. Mr. 
Milne wrote an introduction to the Ten Com- 
aan dments, explaining their design 3 and judg- 
ing that the holy law of God, as expressed in 
the Decalouge,is peculiarly calculated to strike 
atthe root of their false principles, base prac- 
tices. and abominable idolatries. 

The arrival of Mr. Medhurst at Malacca, 
in July last, afforded great satisfaction to Mr. 
Milne. as he appears to be well qualified to su- 
perintend the press, having been brought up to 
the business of a printer, and having made some 
proficiency in the learned languages.* This 
settlement has now the advantage of possessing

AMBOYNA. 

Accounts received from Mr. Kam, at Amboy. 
na, are very encouraging. His stated minis- 
try in the Dutch church appears to have been 
greatly blessed, as well as his preaching to the 
Heathen, in the Malay tongue. In the year 
1816 he baptized nearly 200 adults, who had 









relinquished the religion of Mahor pro-|

made a profession of Christianity through his 
instrumentality, since his arrival in Amboyna, 
exceeds 1200. Mr. Kam has commencd the, 
building of aplace ef worship for the use of the 
heathen slaves, but the work has been impeded 
in consequence of the distressing events which 
have taken place in the Island, which have also 
occasioned some interruption of his own labours. 
The unhappy commotions in Amboyna have 
occasioned much bloodshed. The insurgents 
endeavoured to compel the christian inhabitants 
to join them, many of whom, on their refusal, 
were cruelly murdered. Mr. Kam appears to 
have been in some personal danger, so that he 
says,in aletter to the directors, « O my God, 
my soul is cast down within me ; all thy waves: 
and billows are gone over me; yet neither my 
body nor my soul has been hurt. I have esca-'! 
ped many dangers by land and by sea; and, 
out of the darkness which now surrounds me, I 
have confidence that light will arise, probably 
greater than before. Surely the mercy of the 
Lord has accempanied my poor labours from, 
the time of my arrival in Asia! Surely the time 
of salvation is at hand, in favor of the numer- 
ous heathen of this colony.” In another pa- 
per he says, * whenever I am in great distress, 
then I say inmy heart, and sometimes with a 
loud voice, Lord be mindfal of thy praying 
people in England and every where else in Eu- 
rope, on our behalf.’” 

Mr. Kam’s zealous labours have not been 
confined to the island of Amboyna. In the 
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visited sevérai of the Molucca’ islands, where 
his ministry was most joyfully roceived ; and

sands of these poor black people, who have 
been saved through the gospel by our precious 
Saviour, who bled and died for our sins. “here 
I shall see you again, my dear brethren, and 
there you will find that your faithful iabours of 
love for the name and cause of Christ have not 
been in vain. 

The directors have acceded to the earnest 
request of Mr. Kam, andhave sent out a print- 
ing press, which he much needed, for the pur- 
pose of supplying the people with religious 
tracts, which were before transcribed with great 
labour; they have also sent out a large num- 
ber of tracts in the Malay language, printed in 
London, for dispersion in Amboyna. We trust 
that the inhabitants will soon be favored with 
a large supjiy of the Malay bible, now print- 
ing by the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
of which they are in earnest expectation, and 
which they will gladly purchase at any price.* 

On account of the dangerous state of affairs 
in Amboyna, the directors have deferred send- 
ing out additional missionaries to that station ; 
they are also in cxpectation that the Nether- 
land Society will, ere long, send more labour. 
ers into that extensive and promising field. 

JAVA. 

It is with the deepest regret we have to ¥e- 
cord the death of Mr. Sapper at Batavia, his 
labours in that populous city were useful. Ue 
possessed great advantages, which he employ- 
ed to good purpose. He had been a principal 
instrument of establishing Auxiliary Societies 
in behalf of missions, of bibles, and tracts, and 
had the prospect of much usefulness both among 
the Portuguese and Malay Christians. ‘The 
loss of so zealous and active a labourer in the 
prime of life is deeply to be lamented ; but we 
bow to the Sovereign Ruler of the world, and 
say, ‘thy willbe done.” The Society has at 
present no missionary in that interesting sta- 
tion 5 buf we trust it will be kept in view by the 
directoras, 

CEYLON. 

Our information from Ceylon during the past | 
yearis very scanty. Mr. Palm continues to 
preach in the Dutch church at Columbo, Mr, 
Ebrhardt, who was for several years our mis- 
sionary at Matura, and afterwards at Cultura, 
where he preached alternately in Dutch and 
Cingalese, and superintended schools, has !ate- 
ly been appointed by the Madras government 
(on the recommendation of sir R. Brownrigg) 
missionary to the Datch inhabitants of Cochin.

Similar accounts have been transmitted from 
New Providence, where whites and blacks em- 
ulated each other in expressing their thanks 
for the Bibles and ‘Testaments received, and in 
petitioning for further supplies. So great was 
the demand for Spanish Tes’aments, that 48 
were sold iaa day, for half a dollar each. 

Your connnittee will only add, that the 500 
Bibles aud 1000 ‘Testaments, in French and 
English, sent to Cape Henry, in St. Domingo, 
have been received and distributed in the 
Schools and the army. One thousand copies 
of the four gospels and Acts of the ostles, in 
French and English, in parallel coluiins, were 
also despatched to that quarter early in the pres- 
ent year; and (the edition being finished) 
they have since been followed by 5000 entire 
New Testaments, together with the second par:

RAEI, 
SCHOOLS IN FRANCE. 


From the report read at the late public meet- 
ing of The Society for the inprevement of elemen- 
tary instruction, it appears, that the number of 
schools established in the new plan now amounts 
to 369; of which $39are for boys, and 30 for | 
girls. The reason of this great disproportion | 
is, that the principal institution for girls was 
not opened till15 months after the elementary | 














| school for boys. Of the 369 new schools, there 








are 219 in towns, and 150 in villages. The ru. 
ral schools have noi ti Kerto multiplied so raps 
idly as those in the towns, as it is but natural, 
thatimprovements should be longer in penetra. 
ting to country places, which moreover possess 
fewer resources for defray ing the first establish, 
ment. Of alltheschools formed on the new 
system, that at Vantes is upon the largest scale, 
In general those in the towns number from 150 
to 400 pupils, and the village schools from 60 to 
125. Thus itis computed, that this institution 
affords instruction to at least 60,000 children, 
The Society continues to publish monthly a 
number of its Journal d’ Education, which gives 
an account of its proceedings, and of the pro- 
gress of elementary c@ucation.
